We stand 
for a broader liberty, a fuller justice. 
We stand for social 
brotherhood 
as 


against savage individualism. We stand 
for an intelligent co-operation instead 
of a reckless competition. 
\Ve stand 


for mutual helpfulness instead of mu- 
tual hatred. We stand for equal rights 
»s a fact of life instead of a catch- 
word of politics. We stand for the rule 
of the people as a practical truth instead 
of a meaningless pretense. 
We stand 


for a representative government that 
represents the people. We battle for the 
actual rights of man. 


"To carry out our principles we have a 


plain program of constructive reform. 
IVe mean to tear down only that which is 
wrong and out of date; and where we 
tear down we mean to build 
what is 


right and fitted to 
the 
times. 
We 


barken to the call of the present. We 
mean to make laws fit conditions as they 
are and meet the needs of the people 
who arc on earth today. That we may 
do this we found a party through which 
all who believe with us can work with 
U3;'or, rather, we declare our allociancc 
to the party which the people themselves 
have found'ed. 


"For this party cow* from the grass 


roots. 
It has grown from the soil of 


the people's hard necessities. 
It has 


the vitality of the people's strong con- 
victions.

enables such 


special interests as seek unjust gain at 
the public expense to get what they 
want. It creates and fosters the degrad- 
ing bo«s system in American politics 
through which these 
special 
interests 


work. 


The Boss System. 


"This boss system is unknown and im- 


possible under 
other free govern- 


ment in the world. In its very nature it 
isr-hostile to the general welfare. 
Yet 


is has grown until it now is a control- 
ling imlHiciU'c in American public affairs. 
At the prcM'iit moment notorious bosses 
are in the saddle of both old parties in 
various important states which must he 
carried to elect a president. This black 
horse cavalry

N'either of the old par- 


ties' nominee-, for president can escape 
obligation to these old-party bosses nor 
r.liake their practical bold on many and 
powerful members of the national legis- 
lature;

party wim, the people seldom win; but 
the bosses almost 


this great business measure van begun 
in the senate the bosses of both parties 
were against it. So, when the list re- 
vision of the tariff was on and a tariff 
commission might have been written intc 
the tariff law, the administration would 
not aid this reform. 
When two years 


later the administration supported it 
weakly, the bi-partisan boss system 
killed it. 
There has not been and will 


not be any sincere and honest effort by 
the old parties to get a tariff commis'- 
siou. There has not been and will not 
be any sincere and honest purpose by 
those parties to take the tariff out o'f 
politics. 


"For the tariff in politics is the ex- 


cuse for those, sham political battles 
which give the spoilers their opportun- 
ity. 
The tariff in politic-) is one of the 


invisible government's methods of wring- 
ing tribute from the people. Through 
the tariff in politics the beneficiaries of 
tariff excesses are cared for, no matter 
which party is 'revising.' 


Old Tariff Scandals. 


"Who has forgotten the tariff scandals 


that 
made 
President 
Cleveland 
de- 


nounce the Wilson-Gorman bill as 'a 
perfidy and a dishonor?' Who ever can 
forget the brazen robberies forced into 
the Payiie-Aldrich bill which Mr. Taft 
defended as 'the best ever made?1 
If 


everyone else forgets these things the 
interests that profited by them never 
will forget them. The bosses and lobby- 
ists that grew rich by putting them 
through never will forget them. That 
is why the invisible government and 
its agents want to keep the old method 
of tariff building. For, though such tar- 
iff 'revisions' may make lean years for 
the people, they make fat year's for the 
powers of pillage and their agents. 


"So neither of the old parties can hon- 


estly carry out any tariff policies which 
they pledge the people to carry out. But 
even if they could and even if they were 
sincere, the old party platforms are in 
error on tariff policy. 
The democratic 


platform declares for free trade; but free 
trade is wrong and ruinous.

hours work the police completed an in- 
ventory of the art treasures, bric-»-br»o, 
jewelry, silver plate and other articles 


j stolen by Joseph F. Guthrie, alleged so- 
ciety burglar and forger, now under ar- 
rest and announced that the goods re- 
covered are estimated to be worth ?250,- 
000. 


Last night after the partial examina- 


tion of the barn and the room in a 
storage warehouse which Guthrie used 
to hide a portion of the articles stolen, 
the police estimated the value of the 
property found at $150,000. 
This was 


nearly doubled when half a dozen ad- 
ditional trunks and chests filled with 
jewelry, laces and bric-a-brac were dis- 
covered. 
Much of the stolen property 


was found in Guthrie's home where- he 
lived wtih his mother, sister and broth- 
er, who is a Chicago policeman. 


Further investigatiorf of the young 


man's history revealed that after gradu- 
ating in a course in electrical engineer- 
ing at a Chicago technical institute, he 
obtained employment with an electric 
company. Later he was employed in the

tcctive bureau. Dr. Schwab said: 


"Guthrie is an educated fool in my 


opinion. I have known him since child- 
hood. He has always been a bookworm. 
He read detective and problem novels 
incessantly. The effect of this has been 
to create a peculiar mental condition. 
He has all the characteristics of a con- 
firmed kleptomaniac," 


Chief of Detectives Halpin said: 
"Beyond a doubt, Guthrie has obtained 


tho most valuable collection of stolen 
articles I ever saw in all my connec- 
tion with tha Chicago police department. 
There is an endless list of all kinds of 
jewelry, silver, 
bric-a-brac 
and 
art 


treasures, worth thousands of dollars 
each. 


"All his burglaries were committed in 


the homes of the city's wealthiest citi- 
zens. He read the society column in 
tho newspapers and when he found 
some wealthy woman had left home for 
a few days he would break into the 
house and steal the most valuable ar- 
ticles he could find. 


,''He apparently kept all -'the things he 


stole which appealed to', his artistic 
taste. But" he must have disposed of a 
large quantity of the plunder." 


After talking with Dr. Schwab, Guth- 


rie said:. 


"May be I am insane. I feel that way 


sometimes." 


Thousands of dollars worth of the 


stolen articles were identified during the 
day by society women who' called at 
Central station. He offered to. assist in 
making an inventory of the things he 
had stolen. 


At midnight when the police had com- 


pleted unpacking Guthrie's trunks, it 
was declared, that the stolen articles 
aggregated $350,000 in value'. 


Among the last articles unearthed 


were' a large number of costly import- 
ed fans inlaid with pearl. The handles 
were ivory, ornamented with gold. 


Among th) personal effects of Guthrie 


was found a small .note book which in- 
dicates he was a steady patron of 
burlesque 
shows. 
It 
contained the 


names of nearly a hundred of such com- 
panies and after each was written such 
criticisms as: 


"N. G.," "fair," "pretty fair," and 


"good." 


Guthrie declares that he never sold 


one article that he stole and that he 
obtained all the money he needed by 
committing forgeries. He says he never 
used intoxicating 
liquors or tobacco. 


Guthrie is said to have lost large sums 
of money speculating in mining stocks. 


In one of the trunks was found the 


bank book of Mrs. Otto Young, one of 
Chicago's wealthiest women. The bal- 
ance to her credit in the bank -was 
$191.000, but it is not known whether 
Guthrie drew checks in her name. 


Besides the money Guthrie is said to 


have on deposit in Chicago banks, he is 
said to own 450 shares of United States 
steel common stock.

In the organization of the 
meeting the Roosevelt faction of the party was so over- 
whelmingly in the majority that it captured control with- 
out difficulty. Whereat there arose in the convention one 
time-tried and fire-tested patriot who protested Ion? and 
fervently against those who had been openly identified with 
the Eoosevelt third party movement participating in a re- 
publican convention. His peroration was a clarion call to 
the real" republicans to follow him to another hall 
•where a genuine republican convention would be held 
Ten' of the three hundred fell into line behind the political 
Moses. The eleven marched to the opera house, held what 
they assert was the "regular" republican convention 
elected a delegate slate, adopted resolutions denouncing 
the other fellows, pledged support to Taft, and then ad- 
journed. It was a bolt, pure and simple, but in this in- 
stance it was the 11 Taft men who bolted' and pronounced 
the political beliefs of the 289 as spurious republicanism 
The really interesting part of this Lagrange situation is 
going to be its sequel in the various republican conven- 
tions. We shall have a ruling on the contesting delega- 
tions from Lagrange county that will tell us whether 289 
Reflect real republican sentiment or whether the lonesome 
hut loyal 11 correctly reflect the greatness and the 
grandeur of the part yin Lagrange county.

The interstate comrjerce commission 


declared that express rates should be 
made primarily to meet tLe need of the 
great body of our people—which leads 
the crafty New York Times to announce 
that'"primarily, express rates must be 
adjusted to provide a reasonable profit 
for the company, otherwise there would 
be. no. express company." 


A "reasonable profit"—liovr often do 


we hear what is reasonable profit? If 
we could all agree on that, most of our 
economic questions could be easily solved. 
Financiers will tell you that "the per 
cent, of profit should increase •with the 
amount invested. If you invest $10. R 
or.7.per "mi. is a reasonable profit. If 
you invest §10.000.000, 15 per cent, or 
more profit is reasonable. 


But even if we could all consent to 


this, there then comes 
the 
altnightv 


question as to what profit should lie'fig- 
ured on. Shall it be, say. the reasonable 
15 per cent, profit on ten millions of 
physical value, or on ouch valuation plu? 
stocks, bond? and other "water" that 
represent nothing save opportunity to 
Vrc. profits? 
. Tlio express company U primarily a 
public servant, and the i n f f r « f a t " com- 
mission is absolutely right in declaring 
'hat its.rate should br man? primariiv 
.to meet the n-*ed «f tho peopK But thr> 
sspress company i* ai«o an institution 
3f private individual*, and H« primary 
SWWMty is to make profits for indi- 
fidutl OTitrs of it? property, including 


"watered" securities; and unless you 
spread the term "reasonable"' over that 
"water," you bring panic on the express 
company, if nobody else. 


Turn from the public service concerts 


to those of an individual character. A 
good many people believe in handling the 
tariff as a business matter, not as a 
political issue. They would have some- 
what of protection 
for industry—and 


there are genuine infant Industrie's—and 
fix the other schedules to cover the dif- 
ference between cost of production at 
home and abroad, plus a 
reasonable 


profit. 
Under 
this proposition 
there 


would be a strong demand to consider 
that intangible tiling known as "good 
will" ss a legitimate" asset. 


Wht is reasonable profit, and who 


are to decide what is such, arc tremen- 
dous questions still to be met and sct- 
tlrd. Meanwhile, it is almighty nice to 
have a commission or two deciding that 
the need of the people is of primary con- 
sideration.

or death among jurors have 


been troublesome hindrances in many a 
legal trial where 
important 
interests 


were involved. 
The frequency of such 


happenings and the serious consequences 
have caused many remedies to be sug- 
gested, but the one adopted in Cali- 
fornia seems practical and 
sufficient. 


Lawmakers in other states should in- 
vestigate its workings. 


MAKING A BAD CASE WORSE. 


SYSTEMOF 


(Xew York World.) 


Four years ago Mr. Tuft's speech of 


acceptance opened with an extravagant 
eulogy of >Jr. Roosevelt, this year's 
speech of acceptance begins with 1111 at- 
tack upon Mr. Kooicvelt. 
In 1008 Mr. 


Taft felt that the chief purpose of the 
republican party should be to "'clinch the 
Roosevelt policies." ' This year lie as- 
serts that the defeat of the Kousevult 
policies is "the supreme issue." 


In his first speech Mr. Taft ivas light- 


hearted, hopeful and lavish with prom- 
ises. In his second speech he is apolo- 
getic, cynical and bitter. It is true that 
the conditions discussed by him now are 
radically different from those that en; 


gaged his attention then, but the impres- 
sion made by both deliverances is the 
same. Their author fails today as plain- 
ly as he did four years ago to grasp the 
political forces by which he 
is sur- 


rounded. 


Confronted by a. democracy never more 


confident and with bis own party rent 
asunder by ambition arid perfidy, it is 
not enough to point to the record of 
things accomplished by republicans. 
It 


is not wise to dwell impatiently and 
unsyinpathetically upon popular unrest. 
It is not wise to sneer at the desire of 
the people for greater influence upon 
their own government. It is not wise 
to accuse democrats and "former repub- 
licans'' of socialism. 
It is not wise to 


classify all opponents as falsifiers and 
demagogues. 


The president's situation is a duflicult 


one, 
indeed, but be does not help mat- 


ters any by assuming that democrats 
and bolting republicans are alike deter- 
mined to wrecck the constitution, para- 
lyze the courts, destroy industry nnd 
assail the rights of property. There is 
only one party of which these things 
might be said with some truth, and it is 
led by the gentleman whom MY. Taft 
enthroned among the immortals 
four 


years ago. 


We find but a single sentence in this 


speech revealing the smallest apprecia- 
tion on the part of its maker of the 
personal 
and 
political 
shortcomings 


which have wrecked his administration, 
divided his party and brought the thun- 
ders of the oncoming democracy within 
hearing of the white house. "It is dif- 
ficult to understand." he says in his dis- 
cussion of the high cost of" living, "how 
any legislation or promise in a political 
platform can remedy this universal con- 
dition." 


This is the last word on a promise not 


only disregarded, but repudiated by a 
man who never tried a remcdv of anv 
sort. Jl follows a deceptive cfaim that 
the Psync-Aldrich law, which increased 
the cost of living, revised tho tariff as 
a. v.-hole downward.

tariff reform bills were necessary to pre- 
serve American industry from the on- 
slaughts of the ignorant and the vio- 
lent.

The business system of government 


for Indiana cities is a measure of prog- 
ress. In framing the charter for it the 
purposes kept uppermost worn to sup- 
press the evils of partisan politics 111 
city affairs, to make possible expert ef- 
ficiency of management, and to kee.p 
control of government in the bunds of 
the people. 


The business system is a home rule 


measure. 
No city will be.. forced to 


adopt it. • Before they can get it the 
voters of a city must have a majority 
declare by ballot that they want it. 


The business system of government 


is non-partisan. It strikes at the tap 
root of the evils in the present system 
of 
city 
rule 
by 
effacing 
political 


parties from the 
municipal 
situation. 


The abuses and rices of ''city politics" 
cannot thrive under it. The'only elec- 
tive body in the business system'is the 
board- of councilors, nominated by pe- 
tition and chosen through, primary and 
regular elections by ballots'upon'which 
it i> unlawful to pin PC any party name 
or designation. 
The ward system of 


.'onneils—hotbed of many cvils-^is wiped 
out. Members <n the board of councilors 
nre elected from the city at large. 


Entire management of the affairs of a 


city is vested in a hourd of administra- 
tion made up of the mayor and four 
commissioners, each at the bend of one 
of the five departments into which the 
government is divided. These- commis- 
sioners are appointed by the board of 


councilors, and eaeh is selected by rea- 
son of his superior Illness for the 'dulica 
of bis department. In the board of ad- 
ministration nro vested all the functions 
and powers possei-scd by the city coun- 
cil, 
the uiityur and the several execu- 


tive boards now authorized by the mu- 
nicipal code of Indiana. 


The board of councilors 
s(j;iid 
be- 


tween the board of administration and 
political attack. The councilors can re- 
call any or all of the commissioners of 
administration for cause. The coramis-' 
siouer of each department is distinctly 
accountable for the affairs of that de'- 
partment. Civil service regulations pro- 
cure and protect efficiency in the public 
service. There can be BO control of of- 
fices by political machines and no orders 
from bosses as to the city appointments. 
Every step—the election of councilors, 
the appointment of commissioners, the 
filling of the whole list of city employ- 
ment—is non-partisan. The spoils sys- 
tem is wiped out. The long tenure*of 
office is instituted and the"f;.-:!nilatiou 
laid to develop expert efficiency in the 
government. 


The authority of the people is never 


suspended. 
Their power of control is 


immediate. Through the recall they can 
remove all or any part of the board of 
councilors. 
Through 
the 
referendum 


they have the final say as io franchises 
and other public grants. 
Throtmh the 


initiative they may originate nnd pass 
into valid and binding ordinances meas- 
ures their government may refuse to 
give them. 


This, in brief, is the business system 


of government for Indiana cities.

JUDGE MERRITT W. PINCKNEY, WHO ADMINISTERS THE WIDOW'S 


PENSION LAW IN COOK COUNTY. 


Chicago, Aug. 5.—Why not pay poor 


mother* to rear their own children at 
home, instead of spending millions on 
public institutions to care for those same 
children when they have become crim- 
inals and dependents? That is the ques- 
tion which Illinois answered by the pass- 
age of tho funds to parent act. 


Thin epoch marking law has been in 


operation for one year, with such good 
results that it seems likely to be cop- 
ied nil over the United States. 


Judgo Jferritt \V. 1'inckncy. judge of 


the juvenile court of Chicago, who wrote 
the law, is charged with its administra- 
tion in Cook county. 


There arp no boys and girls chattering 


through the Pinclcney home. Yet the big 
father heart of this children's judge goes 
out to-the thousands of sons and daugh- 
ters, whom circumstances 
would 
tear 


from, their'homes. Tho whole world of 
Chicago youth belongs to Judgo Pinck 
ney's family. 


The purpose of the funds to parents 


tct is to pension tho widow and the dn- 
lerted wife who cannot earn enough to 
provide for her children to maintain the 
sacredness of the home and to spare 
the pitiful separation of a mother and 
her child. 


No state funds are provided by tho 


law. 
It simply provides for financial as- 


listance to be paid by the county board 
out of the county funds upon the order 
of the juvenile court. 


Since tho law became effective, on an 


• average of ten children a month in Cook 
county, Illinois, which includes Chicago, 
have been kept under the care of their 
own mothers, and in the environment of 
their own homes instead of being sent 
to a public institution. 


"Though new and still imperfect, b 


in its wording and its working, tin 
funds to parents act is a success," says. 
Judge 1'inckncy. 


"During my four years' work in the 


juvenile court of Chicago I have seci 
approximately • 15,1)00 dependent and de 
linquent boys and girls come and go; 
two-fifths of whom were dependent. Voi 
can no moro eliminate the dependency 
and delinquency of children by placing 
them on probation and by institutions" 
rare than you can cure crime by iiu 
prisomnent and death. 


"The especial object of the law i: 


to keep tliu family circle intact when 
a mother lias bci'ii left without suflicicn 
means to do so herself. However, thcr 
is nothing in the act which denies re 
lief to families where both parents ar 
living. Yet under our policy the exist 
cncc of a husband and father is suflicicn 
to refuse relief unless the husband ha 
been incapacitated for work by acciden 
or chronic ailments, or unless a husban 
has deserted hia wife and children 
long as to warrant the conclusion tha 
ho has permanently abandoned them. 


"Tho payments are based on the num 


her of children and the mother's dcgre 
of poverty. 


"The average relief granted under th 


present policy is 9R.33 a month per chili 
1 believe it to be too low. But this is 
difficult thing to standardize as the cir 
cumstancos, needs, conditons and n 
sources of each family are different.

pose—to preserve the family circle and 
allow the child to grow up in its natural 
environment.
